Since returning from vacation a few days ago I have been seek- 
ing an opportunity to thank you for having loaned the two pieces 
which you left when you were here. I am very sorry indeed that 
your visit came at a time when I was away, but from what I learned 
of your contact with Mr. Douglas you probably fared better than you 
would viouid had I been here . 

I am very glad to see the specimen of Crosby’s 6K, and with 
your permission I shall have it photographed and a cast of it made. 
The same holds true for the second piece which you left, which Mr. 
Johnson’s envelope suggests may have been made by the die sinker 
who cut the dies for . the Willow-Tree issues. This, I think, is a 
mistake. The piece is from the same dies as the one in the Ten 
Eyck collection sold by Mehl a few years ago. I very strongly doubt 
the genuineness of both pieces. The reversed ’s’ s’ and other' in- 
scription^! peculiarities are markedly at variance with any of the 
genuine Pine-Tree dies; furthermore, although the pine-tree is of 
the type of the small— flan issues the inscription on the reverse 
differs from this sub-group. It reads ’AN DOM’ instead of ’AN DO’ 
which is uniform on the small- flan group. Of course I want to study 
the. matter in more detail than is possible yet, and I may have to 
revise my. opinion later. Needless to say, my appreciation of your 
courtesy is not the less, under the circumstances. 

Do you think the St. Louis Stamp & Coin Company is likely to 
hcA/e in its stock any Pine-Tree varieties which we do not have 9 If 
so, would you ask them to send me a list of the Crosby numbers 'for 
those which they happen to have; I can then tell whether it is ad- 
visable for them to send any to me.
